I have 
known many run from one practitioner | 
to another, and through the igno · 
rance of ſome, and rapacity of others, 
their conſtitutions have been ruined. 
Another remark I ſhall here make, 
and which is of much importance;

We ſhall more generally meet with good 
medicines in an apothecary s ſhop, though ſome- 
what dearer than when purchaſed at a druggiſt's, 
the country druggiſts in particular are more liable 
to ſell medicines not to be depended: on; in ſuch 
ſhops 1 have known common linſeed oil, or a com- 
poſition with turpentine, ſold for balſaih capivi, 
with many other articles equally bad. |

that ſome ſimple claps, by the efforts 
of Nature alone, if the patient at the

much ſhorter - duration, and at the 


ſame time caſe the patient's ſufferings

Strong purges are highly improper 
and injurious ; however, it is neceſſary 
the patient ſhould have two or three
